JO Buckhorn Guest Ranch Beckons Visitors

If you have a yen to get away 
from it all and yet live in rustic 
luxury, the "JO” Buckhorn Guest 
Ranch is the place to go. 

Shadowed by the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, the scenic and peaceful set¬ 
ting for the ranch seems secluded 
and off the beaten track. Actually 
it’s only 18 gravel road miles south¬ 
west from Pincher Creek and a 
paved highway. 

The “JO” and the Buckhorn 
guest ranches operated separately 
for many years but they were 
purchased two years ago by C. 
W. "Bill” Loose, a Vulcan district 
farmer who decided to have a fling 
at guest ranching. 

Sunday the ranch held 'its offi¬ 
cial opening and about 200 persons 
watched a display of horsemanship 
events such as barrel racing, hat 
racing and chariot racing that was 
about as close to the true Ben Hur 
style as a guest ranch should get. 


The guests topped off the day 
with a big feed of barbecued beef 
and beans with all the trimmings, 
done up by Mel Fengstad of Leth¬ 
bridge and Paul Knutson of Pin¬ 
cher Creek, 

Bill Loose is proud of his ranch 
spread as it now stands but he’s 
not satisfied yet. In the planning 
stage are an air strip, swimming 
pool, large banquet hall and a golf 
course. The air strip, banquet hall 
and golf course are first on the 
list and he hopes to have them 
ready within the nevt year or two. 

But even without those additions, 
there’s plenty to do. The more than 
100 guests that can be accommo¬ 
dated have their pick of some of 
western Canada’s finest big game 
hunting and fishing, not to men¬ 
tion swimming, dancing, trail rid¬ 
ing in the kind of surroundings 
that only the Rocky Mountains can 
provide and just plain loafing. 

The ranch also features old- 
fashioned picnics, hayrides, chuck¬ 


wagon breakfasts, bridge nights 
and many other informal activities. 

Another feature that Bill Loose 
and his crew can boast is the 
ranch’s proximity to other attrac¬ 
tions. Beauvais Lake Provincial 
Park and Beaver Lake are with¬ 
in riding distance and a good all- 
weather road provides access to 
highways for sight-seeing trips to 
Waterton Lakes National Park, 
Frank Slide, Turner Valley Oil 
Fields or even Calgary, Banff and 
Lake Louise. 

Bill Loose is optimistic about 
the future of the “JO” and Buck¬ 
horn Guest Ranch. 

“It’ll take a while for us to get 
well known but we’ve already had 
guests from all over Canada and 
several parts of the States. Word 
is bound to get around about what 
we’ve got here.” 

If the type of hospitality dished 
out on Sunday was an indication, 
word will get around.
